Dr.  Jensen,  a member  of  the 
BYU  faculty  for  53  years,  was  ed- 
ucated in  Salt  Lake  City  at  the 
University  of  Utah.  He  received 
his  M.A.  degree  from  Harvard 
University,  and  his  Ph.D.  from 
the  University  of  Chicago  in  1921. 

AT  BYU,  he  was  professor  of 
history  and  political  science,  dean 
of  the  graduate  school.  On  Aug- 
ust 25,  1961,  he  was  awarded  pos- 
thumously the  doctor  of  laws  at 
BYU.  At  the  time  of  his  death, 
Dr.  Jensen  was  a patriarch  in 
the  LDS  Church. 

Mr.  Sauls,  who  was  born  in 
Grays.  S.  C.,  was  educated  at  BYU 
and  Utah  State  University.  While 
in  Logan,  he  became  secretary  to 
Dr.  Franklin  S.  Harris,  who  was 
then  in  charge  of  an  experimental 
station. 

IN  1921,  when  Dr.  Harris  was 
chosen  to  be  president  of  BYU, 
he  brought  Mr.  Sauls  with  him  to 
be  his  secretary.  In  1939  Mr.  Sauls 
held  the  position  of  secretary- 
treasurer  of  BYU  until  1954,  when 
he  became  treasurer. 

He  has  also  served  in  a bishop- 
ric and  on  the  Provo  Stake  High 
Council.

All  students,  both  men  and  wo- 
men, should  write  a paper  telling 
what  kind  of  person  they  want 
to  be,  recommended  Elder  Rich- 
ards. The  paper  should  be  kept 
and  students  should  look  at  it  ev- 
ery month  to  see  how  well  they 
are  meeting  their  goals,  he  sug- 
gested. 


Sen.  Wallace  F.  Bennett  jabbed 
the  Kennedy  administration  on  is- 
sues from  trade  expansion  to  for- 
eign policy  as  he  explained  his 
position  on  local  and  world-wide 
issues  at  the  Young  Republican 
meeting  Wednesday  night. 

A crowd  of  more  than  200  pack- 
ed the  lecture  room  to  hear  the 
incumbent  senator  caution  Re- 
publicans against  letting  down  in 
tlie  election  campaign.  He  warned 
that  Republicans  face  a psycho- 
logical problem  in  this  election  be- 
cause the  party  drew  more  votes 
in  the  primary  than  the  Demo- 
crats. 

“The  candidate  coming  up  has 
the  advantage  over  one  who  has 
reached  his  peak  earlier,”  the  sen- 
ator cautioned.  He  does  not  want 
party  members  to  feel  the  “elec- 
tion is  in  the  bag.” 

SEN.  BENNETT  stated  that  the 
fight  is  hard  in  this  election  be- 
cause the  full  weight- of  the  Ken- 
nedy administration  and  the  full 
weight  of  labor  in  Utah  are  ag- 
ainst him. 

In  reply  to  questions  about  his 
stand  against  President  Ken- 
nedy’s trade  expansion  bill  which 
he  rejected  with  eight  in  the  Sen- 
ate, the  senator  gave  two  reasons. 

The  first  was  that  Congress 
was  “surrendering  all  its  power 
to  control  international  tariffs  to 
the  president.” 

The  power  to  control  tariffs  is 
a Congressional  power  under  the 
constitution,  and  this  is  one  way 
the  “Kennedy  administration  is 
breaking  down  the  checks  and 
balances  of  the  Constitution,”  the 
senator  said. 

THE  SECOND  reason  he  gave 
was  that  there  was  a “hidden-ball 
trick”  in  the  bill  which  gives  the 
federal  government  the  power  to 
provide  unemployment  compensa- 
tion to  employees  of  firms  which 
are  forced  out  of  business  because 
of  imports. 

This  would  create  problems  be- 
tween the  unemployment  pro- 
grams of  the  national  and  state 
governments. 

Sen.  Bennett  also  discusse'd  the 
“truth  in  lending  bill,”  which  he 
has  worked  on  during  the  past 
years  as  a member  of  the  Bank- 
ing and  Finance  Committee  in  the 
Senate. 

His  opposition  to  the  bill  was 
based  on  observations  that  it  is 
too  difficult  to  figure  out  what 
I annual  interest  rates  would  be  on 
short  term  loans.

On  the  Western  influence  in 
Japan  he  commented  that  he  sees 
it  as  a good  thing,  a different  ap- 
proach. There  is  a friendliness 
that  was  not  there  under  the  old 
system,  he  said. 

Speaking  about  the  dental 
course  in  Japan,  he  said  there 
were  800  students  in  his  college.

He  says  that  in  many  ways  the 
Russians  are  way  ahead  of  us. 

EQUALITY  FOR  WOMEN  ' 

The  Russian  guide  told  him  that  the  women  in 
America  are  striving  for  equality  with  the  men  but  the 
Russian  women  already  have  equality.  My  friend  said 
that  this  was  quite  true.  Whenever  he  saw  a gang  of 
workers  digging  a ditch  or  hauling  cement  there  were 
always  as  many  women  as  men 
— sometimes  more.  In  fact,  in 
~w  heavy  manual  labor  jobs  the 

women  seemed  to  have  more 
!::?  “equality”  than  the  men. 

During  the  last  war  the  Rus- 
sians, unlike  the  USA,  did  not 
discriminate  against  the  women.  Their  women  had  the 
right  to  carry  a bayonet  with  the  men.  They  were  not 
forced  to  stay  in  the  home. 

EDIFYING  MITSIC 

The  guide  said  that  the  Rusgians  are  placing  great 
stress  on  uplifting  and  edifying  music.  Their  music  not 
only  provides  entertainment  but  is  also  intended  to  pro- 
mote the  Communist  cause.  My  friend  predicts  the  top 
three  songs  on  the  Russian  hit  parade  for  1962  will  be: 
“Wake  the  Town  and  Shoot  the  People,”  “I’ve  Become 
Accustomed  to  Your  Fist”  and  “Friendly  Persecution.” 


SUPERIOR  BUILDINGS 


The  guide  indicated  that  thousands  of  new  apart- 
ment buildings  are  being  erected.  These  buildings  are 
superior  to  many  in  the  United  States.  My  friend  said  he 
saw  hundreds  of  new,  apartment  houses  and  they  were 
superior  in  the  area  of  safety  precautions.  Some  of  the 
brick  buildings  had  nets  protduding  out  from  the  bottom 
of  them  about  ten  feet  from  the  ground  in  order  to  catch 
anything  that  might  fall  from  the  building  onto  pedes- 
trians. You  would  never  see  this  type  of  concern  over 
the  safety  of  pedestrians  in  the  USA.  Of  course,  these 
objects  that  might  fall  on  them  were  bricks  and  pieces 
of  cement  from  the  walls  which  were  crumbling. 

Some  of  the  five  and  six  story  apartment  houses 
were  built  without  elevators.  According  to  Russian  sta- 
tistics, no  one  living  in  these  buildings  has  ever  died 
from  falling  down  an  elevator  shaft.  I guess  the  Rus- 
sians are  the  only  people  in  the  world  that  would  like 
to  get  the  shaft. 


CLOTHING 

The  guide  stated  that  since  Russia  is  producing 
more  and  different  varieties  of  clothing,  the  average 
citizen  is  developing  a greater  discrimination  in  his 
choice  of  colors  and  patterns.  My  friend  says  this  is

Advertising  is  the  art  of  selling 
what  isn’t  in  the  bottle.  As  a case 
in  point,  consider  the  average 
shampoo  commercial.  We  are 
shown  a beautiful  girl,  with 
beautiful  hair  being  worshipped 
by  a vague,  but  handsome  man. 
In  a tone  of  voice  that  should  be 
banned  from  the  air  during  the 
time  that  kiddies  might  he  watch- 
ing,. the  announcer  extolls  the  vir- 
tues, not  of  soap  for  the  hair,  but 
of  love,  moonlight,  and  goddess- 
hood.  The  entire  commercial  has 
the  aspect  of  a pleasant,  adoles- 
cent daydream.  The  final  price 
that  you  pay  for  the  shampoo  in- 
cludes the  dream.  In  fact,  the 
dream  probably  costs  more  than 
the  hair  soap. 

As  cosmetics  have  taken  the 
place  of  love  potions,  so  chemists 
have  taken  the  place  of  witches. 
Under  the  guise  of  secret,  won- 
der-working ingredients,  various 
animal  tallows  (notably  that  of 
the  sheep)  are  added.  Again,  the 
price  goes  up. 

As  everyone  seems  to  be  taking 
all  of  this  seriously,  the  govern- 
ment does  likewise  and  charges  a 


ten  per  cent  tax  on  the  theory 
that  all  of  this  nonsense  is  a lux- 
ury. 

By  the  time  the  shampoo  has 
passed  through  the  hands  of  the 
regional  distributors  and  local 
distributors  (the  key  word  is  tri- 
bute), it  is  retailed  for  about  a 
dollar  for  a seven  ounce  bottle.
